The matter of improving our schools Is 
one which draws nearly constant comment 
yet curiously generates all too little general 
interest. 
U.S. Commissioner of Education Francis 
Keppel believes that to convey the urgency 
of our educational needs requires an ex­ 
tremely difficult leap of the imagination. 
Said he in a recent Washington conference 
on financing schools: 
“ Children are not crushed in school rooms 
as they are on highways. This is the differ­ 
ence. . . . The basic problem is that there 
is no real drama. Growth is only dramatic 
to grandparents. 
“ It is extraordinarily difficult to get 
drama into the question of school improve­ 
ment when the payoff is so far away.” 
Keppel is truly on a sensitive point when 
he stresses the lag between the launching 
of new educational programs and the “ pay­ 
off’ in better educated youngsters, equip­ 
ped for more highly skilled, better paying 
jobs. 
State after state and city after city in 
this country are busy enlarging their educa­ 
tional structures, adding schools at all 
levels and including many technical insti­ 
tutions. 
Nevertheless the gains come hard — for 
the reason cited. An outlay of millions for 
a new technical school will not pay divi­ 


dends in better trained workers for some 
years to come. To many citizens it must 
appear there are many more immediately 
practical ways to spend money. 
In truth, of course, there are not. For 
education is the key not only to the life of 
the individual but to the life of the nation. 
The conference Keppel and many other 
distinguished leaders attended in Washing­ 
ton had the estimable purpose of exploring 
exhaustively all possible means of financing 
the great school expansion our swelling pop­ 
ulation demands. 
The sponsoring organization, the National 
Committee 
for 
Support 
of 
the 
Public 
Schools, is continuously devoted to that 
task. 
Its aim is to help states, cities and school 
districts analyze their future and present 
school cost problems, to show them how 
the needed money can be produced, how to 
alter or sweep away or circumvent crip­ 
pling restrictions. 
The committee, composed of educators, 
former government officials and other pub­ 
lic figures, believes this nation has the “ fi- 
ancial ability to support the world’s finest 
system of public schools.’’ 
But even when that ability is made clear, 
the big job remains of persuading Ameri­ 
cans again and again that their great re­ 
sources can have no more vital outlet any­ 
where on the home front.

U.S. Cuts Throat With Steel Subsidies 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—More details can now be 
told about the foreign-aid fiasco in steel— 
how American generosity has built up for­ 
eign steel industries, putting dozens of our 
own mills out of production and thousands 
of workers out of work. 
By unofficial count, 179 foreign steel 
plants have received American loans or 
grants since World War II. This aid has 
enabled them to install machines and adopt 
techniques more modern than our own. 
Thus the U.S. steel industry through its 
tax payments to Uncle Sam has provided 
funds not only to finance foreign competi­ 
tors but has provided them with better 
equipment. 
No wonder the American share of the 
world’s steel output had dropped from 46 
per cent in 1950 to 25 per cent today. U.S. 
steel products have been pushed out of two 
thirds of their former markets, causing a 
sharp production slump. 
Foreign mills built at American expense 
are now turning out wire and rod so cheap­ 
ly, for instance, that imports have captured 
30 per cent of the U.S. market. Even steel 
plate, the bread-and-butter of the industry, 
is beginning to roll in from abroad. 
Steel Frankenstein 
Typical example: With the best of inten­ 
tions, Uncle Sam helped to rebuild Japan’s 
war-wrecked steel industry until it is now 
taking customers away from U.S. mills. 
From 1955 until 1960, 
1 0 great Japanese 
steel works received foreign aid grants 
amounting to 1155,300,000. Nine more mills 
were granted Export-Import Bank loans, 
totaling $1 21 ,1 0 0,0 0 0. 
The Yawata Iron and Steel Company, for 
example, received a $5,300,000 grant in 1955, 
a $26.000,000 loan in 1957, another $20,000,000 
grant in 1959, and still another $26.000,000 
loan in 1962. Its blast furnaces are now 
producing more steel than most American 
mills. 
Even as French President Charles de 
Gaulle was tightening the screws on Ameri-

can products, Uncle Sam doled out four 
separate 
loans 
totaling 
$6,556,000 
to 
France’s giant union Sud Nu Nord Steel 
Works in 1960-61. A smaller $6 6 ,0 0 0 grant 
went to Miferma, another French steel 
company. 
Dictator Franco got $59,513,000 in grants 
for nine Spanish steel plants, the largest 
an $18,000,000 grant for the Altos Hornos 
Viscaya works in 1961. The Empresa Nac 
Siderurgica mills received several Ameri­ 
can grants, the latest a $6,600.000 payment 
last year. 
In Latin America, Mexico and Argentina 
received the most U.S. aid. Altogether 22 
Mexican steel plants collected $90,780.236 
from Uncle Sam, then promptly began ship­ 
ping steel plate across the border to U.S. 
customers. Another 22 Argentine plants re­ 
ceived $88,580,560 in U.S. handouts. 
Steel for Reds 
The only Communist country whose steel 
production got a U.S. boost was Yugoslavia. 
Uncle Sam granted the Yugoslavs $15,000,- 


0 0 0 to purchase a U.S. steel mill in 1961. 
Earlier, Yugoslavia’s Niksic Iron Works 
was given $5,610,000 in American counter­ 
part funds. 
The largest single grant was arranged in 
1959 by Tom Dewey, the two-time GOP 
presidential candidate, for Turkey’s Eregli 
steel mill. Amount $129,600,000, 
The loan was granted, incidentally, while 
Vance Brand was the government’s de­ 
velopment loan chief. He promptly retired 
from the loan fund to become a high-paid 
consultant and later a director of Koppers, 
the company that did the engineering on 
the Turkish steel plant. 
Even our prosperous northern neighbor, 
Canada, once received a $5,700,000 Export- 
Import loan to aid her steel industry. 
Around the world, foreign steel mills have 
been subsidized by the American taxpayers. 
Unhappily, the .American desire to better 
the world has reached the point that we 
are in danger of crippling the goose which 
lays the golden eggs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Russians, trying to be tough, 
have become a cause for wor­ 
ry in a way they never intend­ 
ed. They have created doubts 
about their judgment, even in 
their own interests. 
In three separate episodes in 
the past 13 months they have 
tried to stiff-arm the United 
States in ways indicating they 
didn’t 
think 
their 
actions 
through. In short, they have 
been erratic. 
In two of these ca.ses, by fail­ 
ing to anticipate the possible 
American reactions, they suf­ 
fered 
international 
embarass- 
ment. In the third neither the 
United States nor Russia came 
smelling like a rose. 
They put missiles in Cuba, 
.stopped 
American 
military 
trucks on the Autobahn in East 
Germany, and arrested Yale 
Prol. Frederick C. Barghoorn, a 
52-year-old expert on Soviet af­ 
fairs who has made six trips to 
Russia. 
Barghoorn, back home Sun­ 
day, put it this way to explain 
the unexplainable Russian per­ 
formance 
in 
arresting 
him: 
“ The Soviets “ will embark on a 
policy, more or less, feeling 
their way, even playing it by 
ear, so to speak.’’ 
This is a disturbing realiza­ 
tion for in all three cases events 
could have taken a different 
turn with terrible consequences. 
The missile adventure or the 
blockade could have progressed 
into shooting and then into war. 
For 
instance: 
If 
President 
Kennedy, instead of telling Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev to yank his 
missiles out of Cuba or else, 
felt the missile danger was too 
immediate even for this short 
delay and ordered action at 
once against Cuba. 
Or 
if, 
when 
the Russians 
blockaded 
the 
Autobahn 
be­ 
cause American troops refused 
to leave the trucks to be count­ 
ed, Kennedy, fed up, sent tanks 
to smash the blockade, even if 
it meant a fiery showdown. 
Khrushchev withdrew his mis­ 


siles. It was an ignominious de­ 
feat. The 
Russians 
let 
the 
trucks through even though the 
Americans persisted in refusing 
to descend to be counted. 
The Russians claimed they 
counted 
the 
troops 
anyway, 
when they got out to walk 
around. 
Nevertheless, 
they 
backed down from the principle 
of their demand. Kennedy, on 
the other hand, did nothing to 
break the blockade. 
Neither side could claim any 
clear victory in this one except 
that the Russians had created 
an ugly situation, which could 
have become a dangerous one, 
and wound up being a nuisance. 
But both situations create a 
basic question about their judg­ 
ment: 
Why 
start 
something 
they weren’t prepared to finish 
or without realizing, in the case 
of Cuba, they could suffer an al­ 
most disgusting defeat? 
The best that can be said for 
them is that they acted impul­ 
sively, which is about the worst 
that can be 
said 
about 
a 
nation’s handling of its foreign 
affairs. 


But even these crises might 
have been worth the anxiety if, 
after them, there was reason to 
think the Russians henceforth 
would act more thoughtfully. 
But there’s no reason to think 
there will not be some new and 
grotesque adventure tomorrow 
for, aher the Autobahn inci­ 
dents, the 
Russians arrested 
Barghoorn on a charge of spy­ 
ing. This seemed completely im­ 
pulsive or stupid. 
For this reason: On Saturday 
they turned him loose and sent 
him home after Kennedy public­ 
ly declared the professor was 
not a spy and indicated his de­ 
tention might wreck the five- 
year-old 
American-Soviet cul­ 
tural program. 
If Barghoorn had been spying, 
and they had the goods on him, 
as they said they did, they could 
have achieved an international 
triumph by proving it publicly 
to make a liar of Kennedy. 
The fact they freed the pro­ 
fessor so quickly is good evi­ 
dence they had nothing on him 
in the first place. Barghoorn de­ 
nied he had spied.

Our state system of selecting 
representatives can be compar­ 
ed somewhat to the national 
Congress.

The Missouri House has 
one representative from each 
county; however, it also has a 
provision based on “ ratio” to 
give heavier populated counties 
additional representatives. 
The national House has at 
least one representative from 
each state with additional rep­ 
resentatives ba.sed substantially 
on equal population. In Missouri 
it is the Senate which is repre- 
.sented more nearly on the equal 
population basis. 
Missouri’s Senate is composed 
of senators from 34 senatorial 
districts, with the districts able 
to be changed after each fed­ 
eral census. 
Out of these 34 senatorial di.s- 
tricts, 15 can be found in the 
metropolitan areas of St. Louis 
City, St. Louis County and Jack­ 
son County (Kansas City). This 
gives these centers nearly 50 
per cent of the representation 
in the Missouri Senate. 
Formula for the House 
The formula for the Missouri 
House is: the population of the 
staie divided by 20 0 equals one 
“ ratio.” The number of repre­ 
sentatives each county has is 
determined by how many times 
this ratio can be contained in 
the population figure. 
Here is the schedule: 
For less than 2.5 ratios, one 
representative.
